Criticism of the new house rules by 
the Republicans and tin* claim of un­ 
fair dealing in the proportion of allot 
meats to the two parties in tin* house 
committees do very well for a starter 
in the w ay of a Republican program, 
but they will not make much political ;

No doubt there is unfair division in 
tile makeup of the committees, but tile 
m ajority party has the power, and it 
could have assigned its members to all 
tho places if it so desired. 
It is a concession to the minority that 
it is allowed representation on com 
mittees. 
It lias so long been a custom, 
however, that it lias become a right. 


H arks Back to Cannonism. 
O f course it w ill be said that tile 
rules, the appointment of committees 
and “ Cannonism*’ in general were large 
Iv responsible for the defeat of the Re 
publicans last year. 
W hile these may 
have been a contributing element, it 
must be remembered that tile Repub­ 
licans who went home and told their 
people that they could not get this or 
that in the w ay of an appropriation 
or that they wen* compelled to vote for 
this or that Dill they did not want, 
because of Cannon and the ru les, wen 
really making excuses. 
But after eight years of that kind of 
talk, titter making 
Uncle Joe “ the 
goat” fur till their failures, they finally 
convinced the people that there was 
something wrong with the old man; 
hence the unpopularity of Cannon.

CRIM INALS 
FILL 
ITS 
RANKS. 


It Gathers Recruits From the Social 
Outcasts of All Grades of All Other 
Countries— Iron Discipline and B ru­ 
tal Punishments. 


The 
F ren ch 
Foreign 
Legion 
is 
unique. 
T h e re is no oth er m ilitary 
organization like it on earth. 
It was 
first raised in 1831 for service in the 
thou newly conquered colony of A l­ 
geria. 
The officers a re French officers, 
of course, b ut the ranks a re m ade up 
of outcasts of all social ranks o f all 
other countries. 
It is understood th a t 
recruits 
are 
sim ply 
seeking 
refuge 
from tile a rm of th e civil law. 
T h e 
corps lias done excellent work again st 
the A rabs and is alw ays placed in the 
forefront of the fight. 
T he Foreign Legion exists b u t to 
m arch. 
To this one cml its whole 
train in g is devoted. 
To fall out on 
th e m arch is the one unpardonable 
sin in a legionnaire. 
T he system of 
m a n lies is brutal. 
No m atter w h a t 
th e distance, it lias to be completed in 
one stage. 
F o rty miles, fifty, s i x t y - 
no m a tte r—it is done straight off the 
reel, with, of course, brief Halts for 
rest. 
B ut there is no general halt 
until th e whole distance is completed 
lf si legionnaire faints on the m a rd i 
he is tied to a baggage cart w hich 
rolls on. 
Ile then cither has to m arch 
or he is dragg ed along. 
‘‘Seeing this 
dom* for tin* ti cst time, I th ou gh t it 
brutal, bu t later I learned to u n d e r­ 
stand the reason for it," said one w ho 
had served in its ranks. 
T he legionnaire w ho straggles in tin* 
d esert is lost. 
H undreds of men have 
died a dreadful death iii this way. T he 
A rab women pounce upon them , lying 
helpless in tin* sand, and, w ith shrieks 
o f fiendish delight, proceed to to rtu re 
an d m utilate them before killing them 
outright. 


A legionnaire's pay is only a h alf­ 
penny a day. 
True, wine in Algeria 
costs only a penny a quart, a nd tob ac­ 
co threepence to fourpenny* a pound. 
B u t—a ha lf pel: ny a day! 
H is rations, too, a re of th e scantiest. 
T w o m eals a day only arc served— j 
b rea k fast at IO o’clock in th e m orning 
a n d supper at 4 in the afternoon. 
E a c h meal is exactly alike, consisting 
of a thick soup m ade up o f m eat and 
vegetables, w ith bread, an d every o th ­ 
er day a sm all qu an tity of wine. 
T he discipline is ruthless in its sev er­ 
ity; the p un ishm en ts are cruel in the 
extrem e. 
F o r grav e offenses, like d e­ 
sertion, insubordination or striking a 
superior officer, d e a th is frequently in­ 
flicted. or, failing th at, the offender is 
sent to serve in the penal battalion on 
th e edge of tile S ah ara desert. 
T his 
nearly a lw a y s m eans a slow and pain ­ 
ful d e a th in place of a quick and com ­ 
paratively painless one. 
Minor offenses are punished w ith 
from tw enty to a hundred days in 
prison or w ith “cellule," w hich is soli 
tary confinem ent In th e d ark plus s t a r ­ 
vation. 
I hav e seen strong, robust 
m en so reduced a fte r doing thirty d ay s 
cellule th a t they h ave lairdly been able 
to stand, yet they bad to resum e their 
ordinary duties nevertheless. 
Not long since tw o oth er dreadful 
form s of pu nishm ent w ere in vogue— 
th e “silo” and tile “crapaudine.” 
T he 
silo w as just a deep hole in the ground 
shaped like a funnel, into w hich the 
victim w as cast. 
Ile was given no 
blunket or o th er protection from the 
went lier. 
T he sun beat: upon him by day; the 
cold night m ists p en etra ted to tin* m a r­ 
row of his bones. 
Ile could not lie 
dow n, for the bottom of tin* silo sloped 
to a point. 
Iii* ju s t crouched, a h u d ­ 
dled heap, until not infrequently d eath 
m ercifully relieved him from his s u f­ 
ferings. 
T h e crap au d in e consisted in trussing 
a m a n as a fow l is trussed, his h and s 
an d feet tieing tied together on his 
buck in such a m an n er th a t they fo rm ­ 
ed a sort of semicircle. 
T his 
resulted 
in 
such 
frigh tful 
c ram ps th a t th e pain som etim es drove 
m en m ad. 
B oth the silo an d the c r a ­ 
paudine, 
however, 
have 
now 
been 
abolished. 
B ut in »ho field and on the 
m a r d i a n offender is still punished by 
being “spreadeagled” and bound to j 
fo u r stak es driven into the ground. 
To escape from th ese tortures men j 
m u tila te them selves, usually by c u t­ 
tin g off one <>r more lingers, or they 
will purposely m ake them selves ill.
